made the self-starter possible. 
Dr. Brush applied this same 
idea of stored-up power to 
money he made. He placed 
$500,000 in a Trust Fund, 
with rn trust institution like 
ours to conserve and invest 
the principal. 


In his will he also utilized 
modern financial machinery 
by appointing a corporate 
executor. 
The older method, fast be­ 
coming outgrown, would 
have been to put his money 
into the hands of a friend or 
relative as executor and trus­ 
tee. Always on the lookout 
for newer and bcper ways of 
doing things, it was natural 
for Dr. Brush to adopt im* 
proved methods.
